Grant of this Motion is required in order to provide the parties with confirmation that
future requirements set forth in Procedural Order such as the requirement to file prepared direct
testimony and exhibits on August 11, 2006, have been suspended at least until such time that the
Commission has reached a decision in response to the Application for Reconsideration and the
Commission or the Office of Hearing Examiners and the parties have thereafter had an
opportunity to properly consider appropriate revisions to the procedural schedule.

Wherefore, the Golden West Companies respectfully request that the Commission
immediately enter an order suspending, effective August 1, 2006, the procedural schedule
established pursuant to the Procedural Order.
